Nicely printed in rotogravure, a 
four-page throwaway headed “It’s 
Here” represents the newest move 
on the part of the automobile in- 
dustry to recapture public goodwill. 
It’s the 1949 model of the ................... 
the blank space being ours because 
we see no reason to use the name of 
the car inasmuch as probably no- 
body will be able to buy one for 
some time, at least from a dealer. 
Anyway, the throwaway doesn’t say 
when the cars will be available. 

A lot of readable information 
is contained in the four pages. 
There are such terms as super 
lounge interior, twin beds, unitiz- 
ed body, conditioned air, cockpit 
control, aerodynamic design, soft- 
est ride on wheels. Advertising 
copywriters earned their pay. 

The promotion undertaken on this 
new model represents the all-out 

effort of the industry to re-sell it- 
self to the public. The same public 
doubtless would rather see a house- 
cleaning in the industry, particular- 
ly a solution of what happens to new 
automobiles that never seem to 
reach the factory’s own dealers, but 
have a way of turning up on lots 
as used cars at markups limited on- 
ly by what the trade will bear. 

We read recently in an automo- 
bile trade publication that the in- 
dustry was faced with the possibility 
of pricing itseJf out of business, new 
cars being out of reach of most peo- 
ple. The same publication predict- 
ed the industry would try to over- 
come this problem by appealing to 
the public on the basis of new de- 
sign, fancy accessories, anything to 
catch the eye. 

We still maintain the industry 
would do better to police itself 
Automobile manufacturers were in 
the forefront of the attack on price 
controls and, with merit, argued that 
production was hampered by price 
ceilings. Removal of those ceil- 
ings may have helped production, 
but it hasn't made dealers’ new cars 
available. 

The industry contends that it 
just can’t catch up with demand. 
possibly can’t do so in less than 
two years. 

In the face of that. argument is 
the fact anyone can buy a new car. 
Sold as a used car, at markups of 
as much as 25 per cent above the 
dealer’s contract price. 

As one salesman told us recently: 

“We can give you a 1948 
sedan tomorrow for $2800. The 
dealer’s price is $2300, but the deal- 
ers don’t have ’em.- We do.”

URGES NIGHT

SACRAMENTO—‘Slow down at 
sundown and look out when it’s dark 
out” is a warning from the Cali- 
fornia highway patrol to all motor- 
ists and pedestrians. 

Darkness triples your chances of 
a fatal traffic accident, Clifford E. 
Peterson, commissioner, said. “That 
is, for every mile of motor travel 
three times as many fatal accidents 
occur in the hours of darkness as in 


Veterans’ Guide 


“What became of the will you left 
behind you when you were shipped 
overseas?” 

This provocative question is be- 
ing asked of San Mateo county vet- 
erans who served abroad by Floyd D. 
Granger, veterans service officer at 
the courthouse, Redwood City. 

Most servicemen made out wills 
and powers of attorney before they 
went overseas, and in many cases 
these are completely out of date 
and no longer express the veteran’s 
wishes as to the disposal of his 
proper; f he dies, Granger points 
out. 

“Cases keep coming up in which 
an estranged war bride still is the 
legal heir of a veteran whose mar- 
riage to her did not last,” Granger 
said. “In other instances men who 
had, little or no property while in 
se: vice are now the owners of some- 
thing of considerable value, which 
might go to a stranger under the 
terms of an obsolete will.” 

Veterans were advised to consult 
their respective attorneys regarding 
this matter.

The state department of veterans 
affairs, releasing a survey of veter- 
ans’ property tax exemptions in all 
58 counties, figures it out this way: 

First, there are an estimated 1,- 
700,000 veterans in California. Sec- 
ong, the survey shows that 491,860 
of them took advantage in 1948 of 
the $1,000 exemption provided by 
State law on the assessed valuation 
of their property. 

Third, add to this a reasonable 
figure. for the home-owning vet- 
erans who did not receive exemp- 
tions—those who acquired ownership 
too late to file for the year, those 
whose total property holdings are a- 
bove the $5,000 valuation ceiling set 
by State law, and those who neglect- 
ed to apply for the exemption. 

This gives a total somewhere be- 
tween 550,000 and 600,000, or about 
one-third of the veteran population 
of the state. 

In San Mateo county, the survey 
Shows, 13,710 veterans benefited 
from the exemption provision.

The average veteran of World War 
11 is 30 years old and the average 
age of World War I veterans is now 
55, the Veterans Administration re- 
ports.

vivor tables, VA estimates that in 
the year 2000 there will be more 
than three and a quarter million 
living World War II veterans. 

The same tables indicate that the 
number of living World War I vet- 
erans will have dwindled to 3,000 in 
the year 1995, VA says. 


Although veterans have the right 
to apply for compensation at any 
time during their lives, the number 
of living veterans on VA compensa- 
tion and pension rolls has decreased 
during each of the past 17 months; 
From May, 1947, to October, 1948, 
there was a decrease of sume 63,000 
cases. 


QUESTION: When a veteran se- 
cures a loan under the G-I Bill, does 
the Government make an outright 
payment on it without charging the 
veteran anything? 

ANSWER: Yes, VA pays the lend- 
er, for credit to the veteran’s loan, 
an amount equal to 4 percent of the - 
guaranteed portion of the loan. For 
example, if the guaranteed Portion ,, | 
of the loan is $4,000, the lender will 
receive $160 from VA to credit to 
the debt of the veteran. 


QUESTION: I am a World War 
II veteran and wish to go in bus- 
iness. Must I have experience in 
the business in order to get a G-I 
loan? 

ANSWER: Experience js an im- 
portant element in the success of 
the average business. You should 
be able to show a reasonable ex- | 
pectation of success in your ven-£ ' 
ture in order to get your loan. 


QUESTION: Must a disabled vet- 
eran go to a vocational school or may 
he go to a liberal arts college, a 
high school, or similar institution 
under the Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion Act? 

ANSWER: He may enroll in any 
VA-approved educational institution 
or training establishment offering 
the course of training which VA 
has found he needs to insure his 
proper rehabilitation in line with? 
his own desires. 


QUESTION: My brother, a dis- 
abled World War II veteran, is be- 
ing rehabilitated under Public Law 
16. Must he find his own job or 
will VA do this? 

ANSWER: Veterans Administra- 
tion will help your brother look for 
a job after he finishes his training.

| ~The rising figures on new en- 
roliment are significant, Sutton 
said. Next year, for instance, 167 
new pupils are expected, while on- 

ly 58 eighth grade students are 
expected to be graduated. Present 
enrollment is 104 in the first grade 
and 148 in the kindergarten. 

The pre-school age census, along 
with a count of occupied homes 
and current construction in the dist- 
rict, was made to obtain facts on 
which the district hopes to obtain 
financial aid from state emergency 
funds, since tax revenues from new 
properties lag far behind the in- 
creased costs of a growing school 
population.
